The falt water has often failed of being a cure of late 
to the misfortune of many wretched perfons ; of which a 
gentleman in the tower was a late inftance, who had been 
dipped a dozen times, and thought himfelf fecure from 


any ill confequences of the accident : but, to the furprize of 


his friends, a month after, went raving mad, and beat his 
brains out againft the wall. I doubt not but a great num- 
ber of thefe tragical accidents happen, more than the Pa- 
orcommon report bring to our ears : but as we hear 
of them but now and then, the flock fo dreadful a difaiter 
is apt to give us, wears off till a new report allarms our 
fears again. I belicve every one will allow it to be one 
of the moft terrible evils that can befall us in life ; and 
that it calls far louder fora remedy, than the greateft in- 
convenience ‘from the deepeft roads. I imagine there- 
fore, none will ridicule me for treating fo ferioufly a fub- 
jest, which, at firft fight, may feem ludicrous or trifling 
If we confider the doubtful cure ; the diffufivenefs of the 
infection from one of thefe animals to another ; the im- 
pofibility of guarding againft the evil ; the fhocking ca- 
taftrophe which is the fequel of it, which prefents death 
in the moft horrid fhape imaginable ; if we confider all 
this, it is to be wondered, that the Englith legiflature 
thould not, e’er this, have applied a remedy, however 
violent, to fo tranfcendent an evil. That the human fpe- 
sites fhould be converted, in a manner, into the canine, 
(for the infection fo certainly tranimutes the blood, that 
atgives even the voice of the animal to the raving wretch 
in his laft moments) is fo frightful a reflection, that, how- 
‘ever fond fome people are of foltering thefe deftroyers in 
‘their bofoms, I think fo idle an affection fhould not dif- 
‘courage the thinking part of the world from deftroying fo 
micious.a race of animals. Can the pleafure of fond- 
ing thefe creatures make amends for the life of one of our 
fellow fubjects ? It would be difficult to perfuade our 
‘country gentlemen, that the whole race of hunting dogs 
chad better be cut off, than one wretched example of this 
kind fhould be the confequence. But to exclude this part 
of the:breed, which contribute too much to our pleafure to 
bedeftroyed ; yet thefe are but a handful to the nume- 
'rous progeny, which ferve for no one ufe in the creation 
‘but to play the fool with; and half of which belong to 
to body at all, but are fuffered to wander about the ftreets, 
tho’ more terrible, when in this raving condition, than fo 
many lions or tigers. If this be fo, how can it be pru- 
‘dent to faffer a dagger to hang over our heads continual- 
ly’; of the fall of which we can have no warning, and 
w not but we ourfelves may be facrificed by it, or our 
‘Meareft friends, as well as ftrangers ? Some weak 
people will object the fidelity of thefe animals: but let 
meask’em, if any confideration can balance the danger 
of their running mad? from which none of the breed 
‘isexempt : and then will the beloved mafter be any fater 
aftranger? No, certainly, but in greater danger, as 
he may probably happen to feel his fury the firlt of any. 
ife has accidents enough in it inevitable ; fo that we 
May well guard againft thofe we can, and I think this 
May well be ranked amongit the moft difaftrous. A civic 
crown was decreed by the ancients, as the reward for faving 
ome citizen in battle ; but what would the faving of fo 
many deferve ?—And from whata death !— How tri- 
ing a fine would reduce the number of thefe noxious 
animals? And, if the whole breed were exterminated, 





could the lofs ftand in competition with that of one rati- 
onal being !

A New Critical Review of the public buildings, Se. 
dy Mr. Hiram. 


LVI. Efiminfter-Abbey, dedicated to St. Peter, is 
a fabrick, as the Critic obferves, pag. 62, 
of great antiquity, and therefore venerable on that ac- 
count ; but that it is of prodigious bulk, as he fays, I can 
by no means allow. If we compare it with York-minfter, 
St. Peter’s at Exeter, or other buildings in this kingdom, 
of the fame kind, we fhall find fome of them much lar- 
ger: but if compared only with the adjacent buildings, 
then indeed it may be fay’d to be of prodigions bulk. 
As in this latitude, we have much rain, and frequently 
great fnows; our anceftors acted very prudently in ma- 
king the roof to this building of an equilateral pitch, which 
difcharges both the one and the other much fooner than 
thofe roofs which are much lower ; and confequently the 
materials muft have a greater duration. Befides, the 
higher the rafters are in their pitch, the lefs thruft is 
made by the roof againft the walls that fupport it. 

If we examine the external parts, we find an abfolute 
neceflity for the many buttreffes to flrengthen the walls, 
which are of great altitude. And therefore our Critic 
feems much miftaken, when he fays, without examining 
its parts, it pleafes tolerably well; to examine its parts, 
we are under a neceffity of difliking the whole. This is 
a full proof of his being wholly a ftranger to the forma- 
tion of fuch buildings, wherein both ftrength and magni- 
ficence are required. In thefe, it is a beautiful height 
which ftrikes the firft impreflion on the eye of A 
holder: and therefore the fronts at entrance in particular 
ought, as he obferves, to have role eminently above the 
refi ; not only in order to have varied the lines, as he ex- 
preffes it, but to compleat the magnificence and grandeur 
of the whole. — The north-front facing King-ftreet was 
rebuilt not many years ago: and tho’ it was at that time 
very much applauded by many, yet I can not fee any foun- 
dation for that applaufe. For furely nothing can make 
fo poor and unmeaning a figure at a diftance, as thole 
five fmall fpires placed thereon for its finifhing: 
which being feen near, and confidered with the whole 
underneath them in an evening, when its particular parts 
below are not perceptible, the whole front taken toge- 
ther, has the appearance of a tadpole with five tails; 
and is a proof, that the architect did not confider the pro- 
portions of its general parts, which fhould be firlt confi- 
dered in all buildings, as being to be feen at great di- 
ftances. 

The weft-front was rebuilt in the time of Henry VII; 
which being not two centuries anda half ago, it may not 
improperly be called modern monaftic architeflure, as 
being in its ornaments, different from the ancient Gothic 
architeure: and yet is much more grand and magnifi- 
cent, than the chape/ of Henry VII. at the eait-end; 
which for its delicacy and multitude of ornaments, may 
juftly deferve the title of Fi//igrana work, and which tho’ 
admired by fome, is not worthy of imitation by any. 
The weft-front was never finifhed, and fecms to have 
been by providence referved for the able hand of the judi- 
cious Mr. HawxsMore; whole defign is to raife the two 
towers at the extreams of its front with {pires thereon, 
which together will rife 140 feet above the prefent build- 
ing, and make the total height equal to 260 feet, the 
height of the church being 120. As this front is 100 
feet in breadth, and its towers with their fpires will rife 
260, in a folemn and majelftic manner, wherein all 
the parts will have a juft conneétion, and true affinity to 
each other; how wretched will the {mall {pires to the 
north-front appear ? For as every thirg feems ta be lefs 
than it really is, when compared with a larger thing of 
the fame kind ; fo will thote five ipires, when theie two 
grand and magnificent ones are erected. 

This naturally leads me to take notice of the ienorance 
of the church-wardens of St. Margaret's, who wanted 
to rebuild the tower with the addition of a {pire ; ata 
time, when fo laudable a de/ign as the prefent was begun

think, that the perfon confulted therein as an architect, 
was well chofen, or underftood what he was about. Had 
he been confulted as a carpenter, "tis likely he might have 
given direétions for the building of a better {eaffold, than 
that of which'a part is now remaining, which had like 
to have been blown entirely away with the late tem pett- 
uous winds. °Tis furprifing how he could prefume to 
aét as an architeét to the church of a parifh, wherein lived 
fo eminent an architect as Natuante, HawksMore, 
Ef; to whom he is indebted for all the little knowledge 
he has in architeéture. If we do but oblerve the prudent 
proceedings of this great artift, in his method of repair 
ing this weft-front: how he has judicioufly made mew 
the weatherings and window ; how he puts in new ftone 
where the old is found to be infirm, and fculpts down 
the found, &c. fo that when ‘tis compleated, "twill ap- 
ye with equal beauty, as the firft day it was erected 3 

fay, if this mafterly and elegant manner of repairing 
a building, which to common view feemed much more 
ancient and decayed than the tower of St. Margarets, 
be confidered, ’tis evident, that the pulling down of this 
tower, which was lels decayed, was a very indifereet 
action, if nota defigned abufe on the inhabitants. 

Having thus given the moft material remarks on thé 
out-fide of this building, I fhall now make my enterance 
within fide : which, our Critic fays, is more perfect and 
judicious than the out, and frikes the fpe@ator in a very 
forcible manner ; which he attributes to, what he calls, 
the exceeding height of the grand ife, which gives the 
aftonifbment. ‘This declaration of our Critic’s Juagment 
has at once fully declared his ignorance. For were not 
{pestators to find a height within fide, anfwerable to the 
height without, that would give a/fonifoment, but of the 
wrong kind: therefore its utmoft height within 1s no 
more than is reafonable for every one to expect in pro- 
portion to its oute‘ide, and confequently cannot give the 
aftonifh ment.—T he agreeable furprize, with which every 
judge is ftricken at entrance, is caufed by the great fim- 
plicity of its outer parts, being feen and confidered, be- 
fore we fee and examine the internal parts, which ave of 
great number, lefs maflive, and more delicate. ‘The ex- 
ceeding height, which our Critic complains of, appears to 
me much higher than it really is, or would do, were the 
arches to be fuftained but with one half of the number 
of columns they now are. Thisisa deception, I believe, 
unknown to our Critic, but well underitood by the skill- 
fall in optics. —— The columns that fupport the infide 
cloyfters, wherein the monks did formerly relide, are 
in their fhafts of Doric dimenfions, viz. about 8 diame- 
ters in heights and had they been fluted, inttead of be- 
ing environed with thofe {mall fhafts and bands which 
give them the afpeét of fo many bundles of ftaves tied 
together, they would have made an clegant appearance, 
not to have been defpifed by the molt accomplifhed beau 
architeét. To make this ddey truly grand, the 
choir fhould be entirely taken away, and divine fervice 
performed in Henry VII's chapel, which now is almoft 
ufelefs: and as the entrance into that chape/ is through 
a ftately ornamental arch, afcended to by a magnificent 
flight of fteps ; nothing could terminate the vifta of the 
grand ifle in fo majeftic a manner. In hort, could this 
be effected, this Adéey for magnificence, grandeur, and 
decorations, would exceed all others in this kingdom, if 
not in all Europe befides.

* dicular clefts, which began on the fides of the bell- 
* windows, and pierced into the bodies of the walls to- 
* wards the corners of the tower ; and the timbers of the 
* floor, over the bells, being rotten, had left great holes 
* in the walls, by which the ftrength of them was much 
* impaired’.
